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SHIPMENTS OF 
RUBBER IN ’26 
SHOW BIG GAINS 


Total 193,784 Tons in 
First Four Months 
Of Year 


ASHINGTON, July 12. 

—World rubber ship- 
ments during the first four 
months of 1926 totaled 193,- 
784 tons, including 180,115 
tons of plantation rubber, and 
13,669 tons of wild and Bra- 


zilian rubber. 

Advices received by Bankers 
Trust Company of New York from 
{ts British information service show 
that the largest part of the planta- 
tion rubber was shipped from Brit- 
ish Malaya, 75,723 tons. 

Besides this amount, 43,908 tons 
which had been imported from 
Dutch East Indies were exported 
from British Malaya. Ceylon ex- 
ported 18,845 tons and Java ex- 
ported 18,543 tons. The greater 
part of the balance came from the 
east Erntagen of Sumatra.

“1985, tonnes ‘shipped . totaled 
‘of which -139,795 tons 

were plantation rubber and the 

balance wild and Brazilian rub- 

ber. The shipments of plantation 

rubber in 1926 show an increase 

of about 40,320 tons over those 

for the corresponding period of 

1925, while total world shipments 

in the first four months of 1926 

increased 42,921 tons. 

During the first four months of 
1925 the United States retained 
119,113 tons of rubber, against 
145,755 retained in the correspond- 
ing period this year. In 1925 the 
United Kingdom, instead of retain- 
ing rubber, was lacking 9,136 tons; 
thus far in 1926 she has retained 
27,182 tons. 

It is estimated that 657,000 tons 
will be shipped during 1926 from 
“various plantations, Brazil and 
Africa. Of this tonnage, the United 
States is expected to require 420,000 
tons; the United Kingdom, 35,000 
tons; France and Germany each, 
39,000 tons; Canada, 21,000; Italy, 
13,000; Japan, 16,000, and other 
countries, 31,000 tons, leaving an 
estimated surplus of 43,000 tons.

Detroit, July 12.—How inti- 
mately the prosperity of this en- 
tire territory depends upon the 
automotive industry is shown by 
the report of the Pere Marquette 
Railway for the first week in 
July.

HALT OPPOSITION 
TO TITLE LAW 


Portland Dealers With- 
draw Temporarily 
In Fight 


Salem, Ore., July 12 (U. T. P. 
S.).—The attempt to repeal the 
automobile certificate of title law 


is to be withheld following a 
meeting of the directors of the 
Automobile Dealers’ Association 
of Portland held recently. 


The desire to have some forn 
of title law, and the fear tha’ 
through invoking the repeal al 
progress in this direction may be 
lost, coupled with the assurance 
from national insurance authori 
ties that the matter will be taken 
out of the hands of the Portlané 
representatives of the Nationa 
Board of Underwriters, led dealer 
to accept withholding repeal. 

The move to repeal the certifi. 
cate law was sponsored by an¢ 
authorized by the Oregon automo 
tive conference, but at the reques 
of the automotive trade of the 
state, which had become principa 
victims of the law now on th 
books. The actual work of effect 
ing the repeal was turned bacl 
to the trade by the conference 
and it is expected that in view o 
that the conference will accept th 
decision of the dealers. 

More than 17,000 names hav 
been secured on the petitions 
which would have placed the meas 
ure on the November ballot, abou 
14,500 having been the number re 
quired by statute to place this lay 
before the voters. However, sinc 
the move was started both th 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and the National Auto- 








mobile Dealers’ Association have 
pointed out that Oregon is in the 
first group of states to adopt title 
legisjation, and thet © rerecal ° 
the Oregon law migi:! m iimice the 
chances of securing adoption in 
the balance of the stat: 

“The present Oregon law was 


prepared by Joe Keller, representa- 
tive of the Pacific Coast Board of 
Automobile Underwriters. He 
neglected to follow either the na- 
tionally approved form of title law 
or any of the existing satisfactory 
laws now in use in California and 
Michigan. The present Oregon law 
has no ‘teeth’; in fact, is a copy 
of the Michigan law with all of the 
‘teeth’ carefully drawn out,” said

Buffalo, N. Y., July 12.—Auto- 
mobile sales, both new and used 
cars, for the first five months of 
this year, have very nearly reach- 
ed the peak volume in Buffalo, 
According to Carlton Proctor, 


secretary of the Buffalo Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association, new 
car sales for the first five months 
were a little less than 200 deliv- 
eries under those of the same 
period of 1923, the greatest year 
in automobile history here.

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An Object Lesson 


UE TO THE fact that Independence Day this year was 
celebrated on Monday, making a two and a half day 

- holiday for a great majority of our citizens, we had an un- 
usual opportunity to observe the failure in highway resources 
which is rapidly becoming a critical condition in our national 
life. It has been estimated that 2,000,000 of the 6,000,000 
inhabitants of New York city left the metropolis to spend 
this midsummer holiday in other surroundings. Most of 
these undoubtedly traveled by train, boat or trolley car, but 
speaking as an unofficial observer along the Boston Post 
Road on Saturday morning, we would have been tempted to 
say that the entire 2,000,000 were crowded into cars and 
crawling along that historic highway. The cars on this 
main artery entering New England from the South were 


massed almost wheel to wheel. Traffic was as heavy at 
times as it usually is on Fifth Avenue or on Michigan Boule- 
vard. 

From other sections of the country, more or less the 
same story has come. The unusually long midsummer holi- 
day drew out tremendous cavalcades of motor cars. The out- 
pouring from Chicago was almost as tumultuous as that from 
New York. Every main line highway was choked with holi- 
daying motorists. When we hear from the West Coast, it will 
be the same thing there. 

It took the peculiar conjunction of circumstances, the 
long holiday, the beginning of the vacation period and good 
weather, to bring out the tremendous tide of motor traffic 
on our main arteries of travel. But if we are wise, we shall 
not take it as a mere detached incident without meaning or 
significance, but rather shall we see in it an object lesson 
as to what our main routes are going to be a few years 
hence when we have not twenty, but thirty or forty million 
motor vehicles in the country. Our main roads today are 
inadequate to carry the motor traffic that must use them 
upon any occasion a little out of the ordinary. In a very 
short time these principal arteries of travel will be inade- 
quate to carry the ordinary tides of travel. 

The only solutions that we can see are the widening 
of our present roads or the paralleling of them by sec- 
ondary routes. .Instead of the twenty-foot roads that 
have served us until now, we need a hundred-foot right 
of way and pavement. By improving roads parallel to 
the main routes, it would be possible to divide traffic and 
maintain its efficiency. Either way of handling the 
problem will be expensive, but the expense today will be 
nothing compared to what we shall have to spend if we 
wait until it is necessary to pay the cost of haste in re- 
lieving an actual highway transportation crisis. 

In the meantime automotive dealers can help to al- 
leviate the situation by suggesting to their customers 
the possibilities of utilizing secondary roads wherever 
that is possible. Every car removed from a main route 
during a holiday crush helps relieve what is already a 
serious situation. 








Squeezing Out the Water 


T THE PRESENT time rubber imported into this coun- 
try from the East Indies carries a heavy content of 
water. It is reported that the actual rubber in a shipment is 
only about 30 per cent., against 70 per cent. water. Now, 
water is rather a plentiful commodity in this country, 
in spite of the Eighteenth Amendment, and rubber importers 
would rather draw theirs from the local pump than pay 
freight charges on it from the Orient. 

This being so it is probable that a rather warm recep- 
tion will be awaiting Dr. Ernst Hauser of Vienna, a chemist 
who is claimed to have invented a method of concentrating 
the latex so as to reduce the water content to 30 per cent. 
It is stated that Dr. Hauser’s process will save something 
like 20 per cent. in the cost of producing tires.
